‘*ZoOUAVIANA” is the title of the new 
book by M. G. A. Drolet, a copy of which 
which we acknowledge with thanks. 
Zouaviana is a collection of very amusing 
stories and narratives of the military life of 
M. Drolet, as a zcouave in the Pontifical 
army in 1864 and afterwards in the regular 
Canadian force. The work comprises also 
some articles on the reform of the constitu- 
tion and other economical questions. It is 
a big volume of 600 pages, well printed, 
edited by Seneca & Sons, publishers, Mon- 
treal.

ity for the Ifardy government, with a 
number of his supporters holding 
their seats by very narrow majorities. 
The Ontario ballot is traceable, and 
the Ontario election law provides for 
counting out iliegal votes at an e!ec- 
tion trial. All the seats held by nar- 
row majorities have been protested. 
The quibble is to be raised at the 
trials that special constables employed 
on pelling day are not entitled to 
vote, as the election law provides that 
a vote cast by any one receiving pay 
for services on election day is illegal. 
As the government appoints the 
constables, and naturally appointed 
their own friends as constables, the 
votes of the constables were cast 
for the government candidates. If 
the election trials should result in the 
decision that constables were not 
entitlec to vote and their votes were 
counted off, the calculation is that 
enough government supporters would 
be replaced by members of the Opposi- 
tion to defeat the government. The 
special session is called to use the 
present small majority of the govern- 
ment to legalize the votes of the 
constables by special enactment. The 
excuse offered by the government 
being that as the right of constables to 
vote had never been questioned hither- 
to it should not be questioned now, as 
the law remains the same. That in 
fact the government has the right 
to protect itself against what is 
practically the resurrection of a law 
which was never intended, and which 
in any case was obselete through 
disuse. The excuse seems to be 
good. Its weak point is that it is 
an excuse—that the existence of a 
government which has lasted longer 
than any other in Canada should now 
be imperiled by a legal quibble, and 
should have to resort to even the 
appearance of retroactive legislation 
for its protection. The fact that the

Carranza and Du Bosc were agents 
of the Spanish government in Canada.

They protested that as law 
abiding citizens of a friendly country 
they had a right to remain, Notwith- 
standing, the request for their with- 
drawal was repeated and pressed until 
they went. There are many Cana- 
dians, friends as well as opponents of 
the government, who, while they 
sympathize with the United States in 
the present war, do not like their gov- 
ernment to fetch and carry for that 
of the United States as was done in 
this case. It has been a peculiarly 
British boast that as long as a man 
behaved himself British soil was free 
to him and the British flag would 
protect him. It seems that in Canada 
this is no longer true. It is hinted 
that in preparation for the projected 
Quebec conference the Canadian gov- 
ernment is anxious to use every oppor- 
tunity of showing its good will to- 
wards the United States. That is all 
very well, so long as good will does 
not mean the surrender of Canadian 
rights. This action looks as if a 
policy of surrender was already decid- 
edon. In view of the very peculiar 
reason given for this peculiar action 
it is in order to enquire what is the 
purpose of the proposed conference ? 
Who asked for it! Does Canada need 
it? If so what for? and what is 
Canada likely to get out of it? Canada 
has not come out so well in former 
conferences with the United States 
that she should be anxious to go into 
another except a plain necessity exists. 
It is just possible that the sacrifice 
of Canadian interests may be part of 
the price of the much vaunted Anglo- 
America alliance. It was said at the 
time of the Washington treaty that 
Sir John Macdonald traded off Cana- 
Gian interests for his title. It is to 
be hoped that history will not repeat 
itself. Canada wants the good will of 
the United States. The best way to 
get that good will is to practice self 
respect, which seems to have been 
sadly lacking in the Carranza and Du 
Bosc incident.

They rounded 
all their horses in off the surrounding 
hills into the valley at the fort, and are 
very glum with the white men. Some 
men coming up the river bought a 
moose hide, worth $8.00, for 25c and 
another 80 pounds of moose meat for 
40c. They did net know the value of 
the money, and when the traders told 
them they were sore. They say white 
men are all rogues. The whites have 
also let a lot of fires get away from 
them, which helps to make things 
worse, 

St. John is not much of a town. 
There is just one store and one house, 
and not much ofaoneatthat. Mr. 
Gunn, the H. 3. Co’s officer in charge, 
has been here for fourteen years and 
has only seen twenty white men. 


I must tell you about crossing Pine 
river. It was one of the prettiest 
sights 1 ever saw. We forded the 
river, as it was lew when we got there. 
It is about 300 feet wide. We went 
up the bank, or rather mountain, 875 
feet’ high, and down again into the 
valley, and up another just as high. 
Ab. and I were on the lead and would 
rest on a flat and watch the rest come 
up. There weea party right behind 
our 34 horses, of ten men and 55 
horses, and another of six men and 
21 horses, Some horses would be 
coming down a steep place and one 
would think they were standing on 
their heads and others going up one 
would think they would fali back, and 
still another outfit coming across the 
hill as it zig-zags across the mountain 
side to get up. The horses in so many 
different positions and the rugged 
mountains and green foliage was a 
sight to been seen. 


“We work in pairs: Frank and 
Tom, Jack and Billy and Ab. and I. 
Frank and Tom take 14 horses, Ab. 
and 114 more and Jack and Billy 6. 
They put up the tent and do the 
cooking, 

Under date of the 23rd he says: 


‘| intended to finish my letter last 
night but the boys came back, and a 
couple of lads with them, who had 
struck out for the Nelson last fall and 
got lost. They came down the Pine 
river to the Peace and thought they 
were on the Nelson. We leave in the 
morning. We have joined in with a 
couple more parties and have hired the 
guide that took Insp. Moody over; so 
will make Fort Graham all right as far 
as knowing the trail is concerned. 
He has just come down.”

MoMURRAY. 


J. Cornwall arrived from Fort 
McMurray, Grand Rapids and Atha- 
basca Landing on Thursday, the 21st, 
having left McMurray on July 5th, a 
trip ef 220 miles up stream in 16 
days. The Wilson party left the 
Grand Rapids for down the river on 
July 8th, the last party to go down. 
Mr. Cornwall made several trips as 
pilot through the rapids to McMurray, 
the last being with the Alaska Min- 
ing & Trading Co’s outfit, which in- 
cluded the steamer Alpha and the hull 
of another boat, which was cut in two, 
bulkheads put in, and loaded. The 
Alpha was 36 feet in length and each 
section of the other boat 34 feet. 
They had three loaded scows besides. 
The Alpha and the sectional boat 
drew two feet) of water. All were 
run over the Big Cascade rapid with- 
out unloading. The Daisy Bell and 
Lillian B, and indeed all the steamers 
that tried, except the Sparrow, went 
over the rapids safely. The Alaska 
company intend to take their boats

IMMIGRATION. 


S. T. Wood, special correspondent 
of the Globe, who has been writing up 


the Northwest from personal observa- 
tion for some months past has the 
following very sensible remarks on 
the question of settlement ; which the 
authorities would do well to consider 
in connection with their favorites; the 
Galicians : 


Community in language, in religion, 
in education and in sentiment is an 
incalculable advantage, especially in a 
sparsely settled district where the 
maintenance of the church and school 
are serious problems. 
impatient with the exclusiveness of 
of the foreign colonies planted in 
many parts of the province and Ter- 
ritories. But that seems an essential 
of farm life if people would avoid 
isolation, and it is incumbent on the 
English-speaking colonies te be quite 
as exclusive as those of alien race and 
language. In the villages there is 
but little racial prejudice, and it dis- 
appears entirely in larger places. The 
foreigner soon becomes a Canadian 
in dress, language and sentiment. 
But the sectarian and racial exclusive- 
ness of rural districts, though often 
regretted, is not without a basis of 
reason. In a mixed rural community 
the maintenance of a church or Sun- 
day school is impossible, and that 
means so much where there can be 
but little friendly intercourse that it 
is natural for each sect and na- 
tionality to keep to itself. Let a 
rural congregation lose two or three 
members and the burden on those re- 
maining is materially increased. They 
do not like tosee the farms in their 
neighborhood occupied by men of 
other creeds and races. This helps to 
explain the exclusiveness of our 
numerous foreign colonies, and the 
manifestation of a similar sentiment 
in the English speaking people of the 
west. Neighborly help means much 
in every rural community, and it is 
easiest and most ready where there is 
a common race, language and creed. 
Those to whom immigration is an 
abstraction, and nation-building a 
question of arithmetic,may be inclined 
to regret that the people from central 
Europe do not settle among the 
British and native Canadians, thus 
becoming acclimatized in sentiment as 
in domestic conditions. But the 
Canadians who use poplar logs, mortar 
and shingles in the upbuilding of the 
nation prefer to have foreigners keep 
to themselves. In this district are 
farmers who left other plaees where 
material conditions and financial pros- 
pects were as good or better, but where 
they were surrounded by people speak- 
ing a foreign language.

FROM ISLE LA CROSSE. 


W. J. Wright. of Wright & McCallum, 
traders, arrived from Isle la Crosse on 
Thursday, coming from Battleford by the 
south trail. The country is very dry from 
Battleford west, and water for camping was 
hard to get; forty miles intervening i 
some cases. Mr. Wright left Green lake 
on July Ist and drove direct to Battleford. 
Green leke is on the Prince Albert route to 
the Yukon. About 60 people took that 
route with 65,000 pounds of supplies. Most 
of them have got threugh to McMurray, 
but some have turned back discouraged. 
The facilities of the route were very 
seriously misrepresented. The Beaver 
river is very low and has many small rapids, 
and the stream flowing east from Long 
Portage has 70 pitches in 55 miles, in- 
cluding three portages. The Long portage 
is twelve miles and freight charges are 50c 
per hundred acrossit. Of the Clearwater 
there are six portages before McMurray is 
reached. The trip can be made from Green 
lake to McMarray with canoes, but is nota 
suitable route *for heavy freight. Of this 
the fact that the H. B. Co. many years ago 
abandoned it in favor of the Edmonton 
route, is sufficient proof.

SAD DROWNING, 


A sad drowning accident occurred on the. 
Athaabsca river on July 12th, whereby L. 
Laroque, jr., son of L. Laroque, of the H. 
B. Co. employ, Edmonton, lost his life. A 
brigade of Hudson’s Bay Co. boats were 
being tracked up the Athabasca and were 
on their second day oat from Grand Rapids. 
Young Larcque was in the same boat as his 
father. The men on the tracking line of the 
Jead boat reached the outlet of a slough 
which had to be crossed. The guide 
knowing the water to be swimming deep 
orded them to stop. They did so and the 
second boat in which Laroque was came 
up near the lead boat. Both boats lay in 
the comparatively still water at the mouth 
of the slough Several of the men on the 
tracking line swam across the slough. One 
of them from Chipewyan named Tourongeau 
made the attempt, but while in’ deep ¥ater 
stopped and called for help as he was 
drowning, no doubt, having taken cramps. 
The boats’ crews were startled, not hav- 
ing anticipated any danger, and were | 
slow about helping the drowning man. 
Young Lareque jumped from the second 
beat to the lead boat and thence to the 
shore, threw off his coat and plunged in to 
swim to the ‘.owning man. In the mean- 
time ancther nan had jumped in and had | 
reached bim, thus attracting the principal | 
attention of the boat crews. Before 
Laroque reached the drowning man he 


threw up his hands and sank, no doubt 
also having been taken with cramps. He 
did not come up again. Tourangeau was 
got safely on Loard. The body of young 
Laroque was located with a pole and 
brought up wi hin a few minutes, no one 
supposing that life was extint. But al- 


though every effort was made to revive | 


him it was without avail. The day was 
very hot and the water comparatively cold, 
which no deubt caused cramps in both 
cases The body was brought ona day’s 
journey further and then buried on the 
river bank at Wah sat-now creek. ‘La- 
rogue, senior, r ach d Edmonton on Friday, 
He feels the luss ut his son very keenly.
